Subject: first impression of the SuperKeyer 3.... 


Hi all...Just got my kit from the folks at Idiom Press who distribute 
the SuperKeyer 3 (by KCOQ & NOII)....Since most of the "big" parts 
must be provided by me (box, switches, speaker, jacks, pushbuttons etc) 
the little bag containing the board, chips, & other components looks 
mighty small, but when reading the manual, it's value becomes clear.. 


first of all the construction....I'm just at the point where the chip 
sockets have been soldered onto the board & I've sorted all the resistors 
etc. out as to value...I must say they have designed this thing really 
well, it has remarkably few parts for what it will do...HOWEVER, I had 

to get out the trusty Swill army "explorer" with it's 8 power magnifyer 
to check and make sure that I hadn't bridged any circuits!...I've got 

to admit I don't have a lot of experience with kits, but the itty bitty 
solder points are sweat inspiring... 


Now on to the good news, reading the manual tells me that this keyer 
is awsome as to capabilities...especially for someone running qrp 

the ability to insert "embedded commands" can allow you to program a 
sign-off message with the "unimportant" parts, like your callsign, 
speeded up so you can get off the air quicker, and on to the next 
contact....Chaining messages, pausing for key insertion, timed pauses 
within messages, message loop capability etc etc etc..... 


One of the best features is the ability to pause slightly between 
letters...My call sign gets confused between VE7SKT and VE7SY,but with 
the superkeyer I can insert a tiny extra pause between the K and the T 


eliminating lots of misunderstanding, especially with a marginal 


I'll let you know more next week when I get all the "big" parts and 
get it up and running

A bunch of the gang was already there at the site, a 

park in Richardson TX off of Renner Road called 

North Point Park, when I arrived 30 minutes late. 

I was still on UCT schedule. The park was chosen 

after the gang had used it for field day and it wasn't 

as crowded as the previous area.

So at 1620UCT we hit the airwaves with yours truly 
making the first contact with AA7QU/QRP on 20M who 

had the loudest signal the whole contest on 20M 

except for W5FO who was only a mile away and was QRO.

so relinquished control so that others could beat my 

run rate.

Skip seemed short also, but we were having fun 
just catching up on new rigs and stuff that a group of 
QRPers always get into when together. Oh, there's a 
contest going on - hmmm is someone working ‘em?

I had talked to him several times on the phone just 
before SS just to see if he too was going to be on 

and get everyone confused as Lynn is a contest operator. 


The last hour we operated 2030UTC to 2135UTC, I took 


the TenTec Scout down to 40M to try to open up the 

band. Worked 5 stations, two in TX, one in OK K5UP, and 
the other two Qs in UT and WI. I heard some weak ones 
but the noise level seemed to be up. Heard some 

VE3s and VE1s, which seemed real early in the day 

for me. So we do appreciate the attempts at working 

us and the email saying that people heard us. Very 

good antennas and good receivers guys. 


So the final report is 19 Qs at 4 points each 
(yep, it was 5W for the call of K5FO for the 
first time in more than five years at more than 
2W) and 12 states for a total of 912 points. 


Next year I vote for a Vee-Beam pointed NE from Dallas. 
Thanks to all we worked and all that tried. 
See you next year.

Hi everybody, 
As promised, here is a first impression report of the IC-706. 


So, after a horrible journey with public transport (3 hours travelling for abt 
100 kms distance... the return trip took even longer!) I arrived at AMCOM, the 
Dutch importer/distributor. 


As agreed over the phone, a showroommodel was on stand, and I was invited to 
sit at the controls. They couldn't answer too many questions, as they just had 
them for a couple of days. At that time their engineers where going over the 
schematic to modify it in such a way our C class license weren't able to 
transmit on HF. 


They recieved a batch of 15 units, keeping one for a show due in Amsterdam, and 
the last one was in a box waiting for me :). All the others were sold 
already..... 


The rig is xsmallx, somewhat slightly bigger than my TM-731E vhf/uhf bander, 
however, the green LCD display is really REALLY BIG. It has two modular 
microphone sockets. One at the front (RIGHT below) and one at the back and all 
the other familiar sockets (2xS0-239, ACC, keyjack (6.3mm) ext.sp, seperate 
RTTY socket, tuner control, CI-V etc..) 


Facing front there are 4 controls at the right for COMP/GAIN, BEEP/SIDE TONE, 
VOX GAIN and ANTI VOX. No more opening the rig for adjusting volume level of 
S/T... 


At first I was rather confused about how to operate the rig eg, changing bands 
and menu's, but after a while I figured the most basic operating techniques out 
without the manual! When they gave me one <g>, it was just a matter of looking 
a few things up and that was it. The whole menu system is very intuitive IMHO. 
With the DISP button you just change the menuTYPE and then with the MENU button 
you can browse through the menu you selected, using the F keys for selecting 
the options. 


Bandswitching is fast, being able to select HAM bands only, or MHz steps. After 
that you can select your KHertz and Hertz (pressing TS for 2sec or more allows 
you to select STEP (100 to .1)) 


AGC appeared good. I normally only use slow AGC, but listning to it set fast I 
didn't hear any serious thumping. Only when you kick in the pre/amp at say, 40m 
you'll get alot of junk and noise. But that's no exception here in 


During the evening the rx behaved better than my more expensive FT890 on 40m 
(pre/amp switched OFF). No Broadcast junk etc. The pre/amp is really something. 
I like to listen to small signals (qrp). The result when switching on the 


pre/amp is really amazing! Sigs jump up considerably, but again, so can all the 
junk :-). 


One thing I really like is the memopad. It's so convenient! When tuning a band 
(MENU S1) just press F2 to write to the pad, after tuning further and you want 
to check that previous (but useally forgotten) frequency again, just press F3 
to read it in again. There are 5 or 10 memory positions (you can set this 
yourself in the initial set mode) 


Checking out the rig at the dealer's had me sold already, but what really got 
to me was that Icom included detailed information in the user manual about how 
to change the output power!!! Being a QRP op I immediately tried this out at 
home. My l(ow) setting is now 500mW then it goes from 1W to about 25W in the 
h(igh) setting (steps are from 1,1-9,h. However power control is continues!). I 
haven't checked the Highest power-output. I really don't care about that, as 
25W or so gets me anywhere on CW with some condx. 


An ideal base rig for QRP enthousiasts ! 


2m works great! Repeater operating, tone burst, speech compression works in FM 
too! 


There is plenty more to say about this rig, but I suggest you check one out at 
your dealer when available. 


So, overall I really like this rig, and have no regrets buying one. In fact, 
it's the only one in my shack right now. But are there no bad things to say 
about I hear you mumble... 


Yes there is. It's the fan. When you switch the rig on it immediatly starts to 
work, creating some background noise (like a computerfan). When you transmit, 
it start blowing faster, creating more noise. I am going to call the dealer 
about this tomorrow, to see if it can be switched off. No doubt Icom did this 
for a good reason (but it is still annoying when using CW...). Still, would 
have liked the option to have it switched on when the rigs gets too hot. With 
my powerlevels this baby stays cool. And I mean REALLY COOL :))) 


Another thing. There is just one CW-key socket. on the rig's body. So, when 
using it remote (front removed) with the 7m cable (which I think there will be 
one of this length, you better make yourself a very long cable for you keyer as 
well <VBG>. Not such a biggie, but still. An oversight IMHO... 


Last, f£-bk keying could have been done better methinks. The IC706 f£-bk is T/R 
which I certainly do not like. Luckily the bk delay is adjustable! 


I have thought this over carefully, and I think I can live with this. After 
all, nothing is perfect. 


I hope this one will be with me for many years. Like I said an ideal rig for 
QRP fans like me. Otherwise, easy to use, clear menu's with immediate access 
(unlike the TS50....) good rx and tx (got good audio reports). IMHO very good 
value for your hard earned money. 


Well done Icom! 


Hope you liked the report, offcourse all disclaimers apply and I am not 
employed by Icom :-)) 


If you have any specific questions, be my guest. I'll try to answer them to the 
best of my ability.

About the rx, I normally have a good look around on 40m and on the broadcast 
bands. With the pre/amp off I have no front-end overloading, unlike the FT-890. 
When listning to weak ones (especially during daytime) I have very good results 
with the pre/amp. Brings them in real good..... 


I've decided not to make an issue over the fan. It was my initial idea anyway 
to get a large optical cable, the AT-180 and then detach the front panel, lead 
the cable to my living room, and do my qrp-ing from there come winter. Power 
supply, cables and all the other normal 'junk' can stay upstairs in my shack 


>-))) 


Sofar I've made a few good qrp-qso's with it, at 500mW levels. Check one out, 
you'll like it :-).

Since nobody else 
will respond, I will at least voice a few known facts:

brad> My questions are: 

brad> 1) How do I get the ps files to print? 


1. PostScript is a language. Just as Basic is a language 
and Fortran is a language, PostScript is a language. 
Just as Basic or Fortran may be used to describe a 
math relationship, PostScript may be used to describe 
bit patterns or geometric patterns or lines or dots 
or shapes or solids or etc... 


2. Just as the source code to Basic or Fortran contains 
nothing but printable ascii characters, PostScript 
source contains only printable ascii characters. 


3. Just as Fortran source code is typically compiled before 
execution and Basic source code is typically interpreted 
during execution, so too is PostScript. During execution, 
PostScript is converted into raster scan commands which 
are understood by the printer (sometimes called engine). 


4. Genuine PostScript files start with two characters. 
These two characters form a flag which is used by the 
printer to differentiate between ordinary ascii files and 
files which are to be PostScript "interpreted". These two 
characters form that flag. The first character is percent 
%) and it must be in the first line on the first column. 
The second character must be bang (!) and must immediately 
follow the first character. 


In view of fact #2, can you examine your files to see if they 
contain only ascii printable characters? 


In view of fact #4, can you examine your files to see if they 
contain the flag %! in the first column of the first line?

brad> HP III & HP4si printers 


Can you print anything to your printers? Does the print-out 
look different when the %! flag form the first two characters 
of a file? (Not necessarily correct, but different?) 


Can ANYBODY print PostScript files to either printer? I do not 
have access to either an HPIII or an HP4si, so I am working 
somewhat in the dark. A PostScript engine is an option with 
many of the better printers, so you can not expect it to be 
there as a "standard" item. One usually has to pay extra to 
get the PostScript feature. Therefore, if ANYBODY can print 

a PostScript file, the option is present.
